More 5MHz channels for Czech Amateurs 


The current number of SMHz channels available under the new 2015 permit, has been 
increased from 6 to 12 and a substantial number of these have been aligned primarily 
with the UK and also the US allocations 


The new additional channels are:- 5276.0 KHz 5298.0 KHz 5313.0 KHz 5333.0 KHz 


5362.0 KHz 5395.0 KHz The above are the USB Dial Frequencies, the CW 
Frequencies being 1.5 KHz above the USB Dial Frequencies. 


All other Czech 5MHz permit criteria remains as before, (Max Power 100W e.r.p., 
3KHz Max. Bandwidth) except that there is now no limit to the number of permits 
available.
